CONSERVATION OF HUMANITY 


Since prohibition went into effect pretty gen- 
erally we have heard a great many men say 
that they were agreeably surprised to note how 
well they~ were getting along without the fre- 
quent drinks they used to take and think they 
needed, and that on the whole they were pleased 
with the change, for a number of good reasons, 
and did not believe that if the government 
should declare war prohibition off tomorrow 
they would go back to the old order ot things, 
saloons or no saloons. 

As near as we are able to judge, by reading 
“and by conversing with many on the subject, 
that opinion prevails all over the country now 
to a very large extent. Men have had time 
to look around them ‘and take note of the 
good effects which have come to them personally. 
They have, in a majority of cases, got the 
liquor out of their systers by this time. They 
note that they have more money in_ their 
pockets. They cannot help but notice that 
their wives and families are more happy and 
contented, and that they themselves are be- 
ginning to feel better, physically, mentally, 
morally and financially, and we believe it is 
safe to say that a majority of them would 
not trade back to the old style again, even if 
opportunity offered it. 

In the consideration of every public question 
and problem of statecraft, the query of supreme 
importance is, how does it affect human weal? 
What influence will it have upon personal life 
and character? 

There are ‘many reasons that can be urged 
for absolute prohibition of the liquor traffic by 
legal enactment; we may urge its prohibition 
on the ground that it will Prevent crime, in- 
sanity, and poverty; that it will save strength, 
health and wealth; thet it will increase human 
efficiency, assure human safety and reduce tax- 
ation; but the supreme reason for the 
hibition of the liquor traffic is found in the 
all-inelusive expression: The conservation of 
humanity. The present universal war on alcohol 
is a titanic struggle to save the human race. 

Social sins, weaknesses and imperfections; 
social waste, neglect and inequalities are com- 
‘manding public attention as never before. The 
people are studying the subjects of poverty and 
wealth; the laboring man and woman and their 


pro- 


Safety, housing, recreations and wages; the child 


and its welfare; motherhood; the social evil and 
all vice and crime; the home; personal health; 
efficiency; and good government. You can not 
study these “questions without facing the liquor 
traffie; you can see alcgholic Hquor at every 
angle of these social problems; in fact, the 
liquor traffic and habit will be found at the 
base of every social ill that has been cursing 
humanity; John Barleycorn’s face herétofore has, 
been reflected by every turn of the social mirror 
and the social ills of America and the world 
can not be cured without continuing the present 
abolishment of the traffic in strong drink
